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645—63.16 (157) Infection control methods for creams, cosmetics and applicators.
63.16(1) Liquids, creams, waxes, powders and cosmetics used for clients must be kept in closed,

labeled containers.
63.16(2) All fluids, semifluids and powders must be dispensed with an applicator or from a shaker,

dispenser pump, or spray-type container.
a. Applicators made of a washable, nonabsorbent material shall be cleaned and disinfected before

being used on a client and shall only be dipped into the container one time before being cleaned and
disinfected again.

b. Applicators made of wood shall be discarded after a single dip, which would be one use.
c. Roll-on wax products are prohibited.
